The story of the discovery of 
the Yosemite valley, while 
known to few. is full of histor¬ 
ical interest and is closely 
linked to early California his¬ 
tory, according to L. L. Norris 
of the touring bureau of the 
National Automobile Club. 

In the year 1850 Savage and 
Leach established a trading post 
near the crossing of the Fresno 
river by the Old Fort Mdlerton 
road, at that time the main 
highway for supply trains, 
horsemen and droves of cattle 
moving north and south through 
Central California. 

As picturesque as the time in 
which he lived was Maj. James 
H. Savage. He early cemented 
friendly relations with the In* 
dian tribes thereabouts by mar¬ 
rying a daughter of a chieftain 
from each of the five tribes; 
also by liberal doses of his own 
prescription compounded by 
firmness, friendliness and Just 
dealing, and with a liberal sea¬ 
soning of hocus-pocus so clever 
that he became revered through 
all the Indian country as a 
mighty medicine man. 

However, one tribe, the Yo* 
Semites, remained impervious to 
his tactics, and continued to 
make raids from their fast¬ 
nesses in the mountains. This 
led to the formation by Gover¬ 
nor McDougsl of .the Mariposa 
Battalioir. composed of a hun¬ 
dred mountain men. with James 
H. Savage in command, and 
John J. Kuykendall, John Bol¬ 
ing and William- Dili 'as cap¬ 
tains.. 

Chasing a band of marauding 
Indians over much the same 
route as the Madera-Yosentite 
road follows today, the Maripo¬ 
sa Battalion, with Savage in the 
lead, came out on a trail on the 
top of a cliff, now known as 
“Inspiration Point,” from which 
they saw the splendid panorama 
of Bridal Veil Falls far below, 
with Ei Capitan towering at the 
left, beyond these the gorge ex¬ 
tending eastward past Cathed¬ 
ral Spires, Sentinel Rook and 
Glacier Point on the right, and 
Indian Canyon, Royal Arches 
and Washington Column on the 
left, to towering Half Dome 
and Clouds Rest in the dis¬ 
tance. And later, in giving the 
wondei'-valley a name, the sug¬ 
gestion of “Paradise Valley” 
was swept aside in favor of the 
euphonious “Yosemite,” tfius 
pprpe^uat'no the r>f the 

Indians whose chase led to its 
discovery.
